The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 11-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claims 11-13 depend from claim 1. However, in the 
amendment of November 23, 2004 claim 1 was cancelled. As such, 
these claims are indefinite. 

3. Claims 7, 8, 16, and 22-28 are allowed. 

4. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of 
rejection presented in this Office action.
